+eeThe Society seeks to establish minimun 
standards for a pharmaceutical service.

Meeting this objective 
will form a basis for expanding the field 
itself ~- for a few hospitals will hesi- 
tate to bring their service to this stand- 
ard. As a corollary to these standards 
the Society hopes to develop an approved 
training for graduates wishing to enter 
hospital pharmacy.

a Tecently over the matter of reduced time 


devoted by colleges of medicine to 


prescription writing ~- reflected by a 
disinclination to use or ignorance of 
the professional services which pharma- 
cists are prepared to give. Since all 
physicians must pass through a period 

of hospital internship it is obvious 

the hospital pharmacist is in position 
to overcome these shortcomings. It may 
be that the hospital pharmacist will be 
given the opportunity of lecturing & 
demonstrating to the medical intern as 

a part of his (MD) hospital training & 
as a result there may be general improve- 
ment in the quality of drugs used, 

eeeve know the A.Ph.A. is proud to have 
played a part in stimulating the develop- 
ment of hospital pharmacy & to have the 
new Society organize as one of its 
affiliates. A great number of the hos- 
pital pharmacists of the country are al- 
ready members of the A.Ph.A. & appre- 
ciate the full meaning of this associa- 
tion. It is hoped all of these members 
will join & support the new American 
Socieby of Hospital Pharmacists to the 
fullest extent. We know this affilia- 
tion of the A.Ph.A. & the ASHP will be 
helpful to all concerned & that hospi- 
tal pharmacists & practicing pharmacists 
will mutually contribute such material 

as will provide for the equal advance- 
ment of these professional practitioners.

September 15...a strange request was re- 
ceived today in our pharmacy..."Two 
shot". By attaching a silk thread to 
the shot and then lowering it down the 
esophagus, the closed cancerous esopha- 
gus Was opened to permit the passage of ~ 
food into the starving patient's stomach. 
September 18...now that everything is 
sola by the "point", dietitians can only 
compute in such terms. On repeating the 
price of vitamins one dietitian misquoted 
"they only cost one-point~six tenths 
cents a day" ~- meaning of course one and 
six-tenths cents a day, 
September 21...when the drug order for 
2 unit" was finally solved 
"Lipo-lutin" was dispensed. 
September 25...0one of the outstanding pro~- 
essors gastro~intestinal studies was 
admitted to the hospital today---- 
Diagnosis: gastro~intestinal trouble. 
September 30...the trend of the times 
shows up even in the civilian hospital. 
A patient when asked his illness remarked 
that the previous doctor had diagnosed 
his case as "guadal canal ulcer’. 
Corrected diagnosis - duodenal ulcer. 
October 1...a certain hospital with a 
centralized refrigeration system con- 
trolled all units with a minimum amount 
of current. When the dietitian asked 
for more current to run the ice cream 
machine everything went off in good order. 
The current was raised and the ice cream 
Was whipped in short order, but, after- 
wards they found all the specimens were 
frozen in the other units, The moral of 
this story is "decentralize your refrig- 
eration system". 
October 5...a short Chinese story. 
There are four hundred million people in 
China - - and only 38-thousand hospital 
beds and only 12-thousand doctors,

The sleepy in-~- 
terne replied--"Give her a half-grain 
of Phenobarb."'—and hung up the phone, 
October 21...the stubbornness of the

POST-WAR PHARMACY 


The physicians who will return fron 
military service will not be adverse to 
group practice, It will be quite natural 
for many of these doctors to band them 
selves together in post war group clinics 
by means of which they can render an im- 
proved service to their patients, The 
medical center idea which is developing 
in many of our war preduction communities 
is probably here to stay and will have 
its definite effect upon individual pri- 
vate practice, 
eeeAnything that transpires in the field 
of medical care is bound to be reflected 
in the practice of pharmacy, We shall 
not need more pharmacists than we have 
today. The practice of pharmacy will 
continue to be associated with the prac- 
tice of medicine...we can best prepare by 
keeping our educational program on a high 
plane, by revising the requirements for 
pharmaceutical licensure in the direction 
of greater specialization in strictly 
pharmaceutical work, and by educating 
the public to expect what we ourselves 
believe to be adequate pharmaceutical 
service, It is conceivable that out of 
this war there will come a somewhat re- 
vised materia medica. Less attention 
will be paid perhaps to brands of drugs 
than to the basic drugs themselves. The 
pooling of interests now going on among 
various owners of patents which results 
in a more liberal distribution of the 
right to produce important drugs, such as 
the sulfonamides, is an indication of the 
advent of some form of socialization of 
medical discoveries in the interest of 
the whole people,"

ACA Bull. No. 5 
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ABSTRACT WHILE YOU READ 

eeethe matter of keeping an index of 
worth while reference material from out 
of your professional reading was dis- 
cussed in a previous BULLETIN. By way 

of extending this usefulness the subject 
of providing oneself with an abstract of 
this material is important and follows 
naturally. In doing so it will be dis- 
covered that a number of limitations 
appear immediately in very many instances. 
Often considerable material may have to 
be recorded in order to make the abstract 
of immediate value later (which is an im- 
portant point to keep in mind) without 
the need to return to the original ar- 
ticle. There will be the restriction of 
the size of the index card (3x5" in this 
case) and the necessity of using a uni- 
form size type & spacing (typewriter). 
The qualifications imposed by "personal- — 
izing" the abstracted material, in addi- 
tion to other restrictions, may frequent— 
ly be overcome through the use of well 
chosen abbreviations. 

eeerne abbreviations that are about to 
be presented are of this "personalized" 
nature. Perhaps an explanation is in 
order to meet the possible objections 

of professional abstractors. For ex- 
ample; "American College of Surgeons" 
will be abbreviated "A.C.S." (or 'ACS'), 
and "American Chemical Society" will be 
abbreviated "A.Ch.S." (or 'AChS!) rather 
than the more generally used "Am. Coll. 
Surg." and "Am. Chem. Soc." Similarly, 
for personal reasons only, "BsA.C.S." (or 
"BACS!) will mean "Bulletin of American 
College of Surgeons" and "J.A.C.S." will 
mean "Journal of American Chemical So~ 
ciety" because the "B" and the "J" are 
the "tip-off" in differentiation of pub- 
lications (there being no doubt in my 
mind as to the reference intended). By 
@ similar token "H" (capital) means "by 
hypodermic injection" and "h" (small 
case) refers to "hour" or "hours", I 
repeat, this is done for personal benefit 
& conservation of space - and, the con- 
text of the abstracted material is in- 
variably sufficient to reveal the mean- 
ing of otherwise conflicting abbrev, 
eeeAdmittedly, this method may not have 
general or widespread utility but it 
does serve its purpose for the author & 
explains what is meant by "personalized" 


abstracting and indexing. Perhaps one 
other illustration will be useful. 
Reference is made to the many state & 
sectional publications in medicine that 
can be set apart for instant recognitig 
by the use of an accepted abbreviation 
for the state itself. A case in point 
would be the abbreviation "Mch" identify 
ing almost at once the whole abbrevia- 
tion "Mch.S.M.S.J." (MchSMSJ) as the 
"Michigan State Medical Society Journal! 
just as does the abbreviation "N.C." im 
mediately suggest the "North Carolina 
Medical Journal" when the abbreviation 
"N.C.M.J." is used. Since the repeti- 
tious "A", "M" and "S" can only be con 
strued to mean "Association" "Ledical" 
(or "Medicine" ) and "Society" (or "Sur 
gery, Surgical") no trouble should folk 
such usage after its original introduc- 
tion. When doubt does develop it may 
invariably be dissipated by scanning pu 
lished lists of abbreviations for these 
journals in common use —- as in the "Cum 
ulative Index". 
eeeThe foregoing presumes, naturally, t 
hospital pharmacist will. be thoroughly 
acquainted with a large number of the 
abbreviations used in pharmacy, Also, h 
may possibly know, but more than likely 
will have to learn, most of the*abbre- 
viations peculiar to medicine as prac- 
ticed in the hospital & recorded in the 
orders for the patient & the patient's 
case history. Finally, many other abbre 
viations may be adapted from the List o 
Approved Abbreviations indorsed by the 
American Chemical Society, or from mathe 
matics, or from proofreaders! signs (whe 
they can be adapted to use on the type 
writer), or from foreign phrases, or aff 
source capable of producing a useful 
symbol. The list following is a samplil 
of what the author has adapted to his 
own uses and may conceivably be useful 
to others in developing this "personal- 
ity".
